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NAACP To 
Hold Conf. 
At SAC 


The National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored 
People is holding an area con- 
ference for the Southern Cali- 
fornia Region tomorrow at San- 
ta Ana College. 

The conference will begin at 
9:30 in the morning, and will 
continue until five in the after- 
noon. The adults will be in 
room 128 of Russell Hall, and 
the youths will meet in room 
126. 

The major theme of the con- 
ference will deal with ‘Police 
and Minority Relations,” and 
two local attorneys, Richard 
Petherbridge and Everett 
Stone, will advise individuals 
on what to expect, and how to 
deal with law enforcement 
agents if accosted by an offi- 
cer. é 

Lillian King, a student at 
SAC, is Ways and Means Chair- 
man of the Orange County 
Chapter of the NAACP. “In the 
official brochure of the Santa 
Ana Chamber of Commerce,” 
she explained, “there is no in- 
dication that Black people ex- 
ist in Orange County. The NA- 
ACP is trying to correct this 
‘oversight’ by informing the 
people of this area and of the 
state that we are indeed a part 
of Orange County, and that we 
intend to remain so.” 

Another purpose of the con- 
ference, according to King, is 
to inform the local chapters 
what the national office of the 
NAACP is doing, and what is to 
be done to assist in achieving 
the nationwide goals. 

“The NAACP,” she contin- 
ued, “is the oldest and most 
lasting organization as far as 
human rights is concerned. We 
feel that it is necessary for us 
to continue to strive for the 
equality of all people.” 

The NAACP has extended 
special invitations to the Black 
Student Unions on the various 
college campuses in Southern 
California. This is part of an 

intensive effort to involve 
young people in the organiza- 
tion.

Belton Appointed ‘El Don’ Editor 


Tom Belton has been ap- 
pointed as editor-in-chief of the 
El Don for the remainder of 
the fall semester, according to 
El Don adviser Carl E. Ven- 
strom. 

Belton replaces Jane Por- 
phir, who will remain on the 
paper as managing editor. For- 
mer feature editor, Tom 
Knight, also will serve with Por- 
phir as managiny editor. 

“As long as I’m editor-in- 
chief I’m going to have to learn 
to use good journalism in place 
of creativity,’ stated Belton. 
“This is my responsibility and 
obligation to the students of 
Santa Ana College.” 

The assignment of news edi- 
tor is now being handled by 
Dennis Farrell, who has moved 
from the sports page. Aaron 
Lee, a freshman from Santa 
Ana Valley is taking over for 
Farrell as sports editor, while 
Gwen Gype, a freshman from 
Santiazo High, takes on the re- 
sponsibilities of feature editor. 

“This is a new experience for 
me to be managing editor,” said 
Knight. “I will try to the best 
of my ability to make the El 
Don informative and interest- 
ing.” 

“There has been mueh talk 
this year that the El Don hasn’t 
presented objective news re- 
porting,” commented Farrell, a 


second year college journalism 
student. “It is now my respon- 
sibility to give the students of 
SAC the type of reporting they 
want.”

sonnel, and administrative cre- 
dentials, and a doctorate degree 
in social antropology. 

Gloria’s hiring resulted in 
loud reverberate protests from 
approximately 60 Chicano stu- 
dents because it was coupled 
with the firing of former EOP 
Director Richard Lujan. 

Lujan had been demoted dur- 
ing the summer to the job of a 
recruiter because of ineffective 
leadership which, according to 
administrators, threatened to 
dissolve the program. With the 
structural changes that occured 
in the revamping of the pro- 
gram, Lujan’s job as a reerui- 
ter no longer existed. 

The dissatisfied students con- 
fronted Gloria in a meeting last 
Friday, and proceeded to spew 
forth insults, calling Gloria a 
“puppet” of the administration 
in what turned into a shouting 
match. . 


Speaking on the disturbed 
students, Gloria told the El 
Don, “I am in sympathy with 
the students. I recognize their 
loyalties, and I realize that any 
change is always looked upon 
with an emotional reaction. I 
sincerely believe, however, that 
the situation will be resolved 
and all groups will function as 
a happy family.” 

Among changes in the EOP 
that Gloria is initiating is a re- 
structuring of the tutorial pro- 
gram to supply more individ- 
ualized services. 

The addition of Lee to the 
administrative staff, he added, 
will improve the entire ¢ pera- 
tional method by providing 
more total college and student 
involvement.

Violent Right Wingers 
Send SAC Newspaper

Students at SAC were favor- 
ed recently by the appearance 
of a novel thing, a far right 
wing newspaper entitled the 
Orange County Underground 
Press. Billed as “the Voice of 
the Hard Core Right,’ the first 
issue was distributed free al- 
though it bore a 25 cent price 
tag. Closer examination proved 
the price to be an unwarranted 
confidence in the material pre- 
sented. 

The paper covered a wide 
range of topics. In the culinary 
column the OCUP pinpointed a 
Laguna Beach Chinese restau- 
rant it considers Communist 
controlled and suggested in a 
veiled manner that it be “‘dealt’’ 
with. The foreign affairs sec- 
tion advocated a declaration of 
war on North Vietnam and the 
article dealing with domestic 
matters recommended abolish- 
ing the fourteenth amendment 
and all its derivations. 

The high point of sound rea- 
soning, however, was reached 
in the fourth page editorial. It 
mourned the demise of the Wal- 
lace campaign, and suggested
